From the St. Loiii.s Star. 


W hen the “ second A. E. F .” left for 
Paris last month for the tenth annual re­ 
union of the Legionnaires, grave doubts 
were expressed on both sides of the A t­ 
lantic as to the advisability of the under­ 
taking. 
Some feared that the Americans 
would be subjected to insults by the Paris 
mob, 
others 
feared 
the 
Legionnaires 
would turn the convention into a carousal, 
and that the strained relations between 
the governments of PTance and Am erica 
would be further strained. 
Still others, 
remembering the bitterness among home­ 
coming troops in 1918-19 and the griev­ 
ances against all Frenchmen, shook their 
heads at the doubtful value of the Legion­ 
naires’ visit. 
A ll these doubts have been 
set at naught. 
No untoward incident oc­ 
curred in Paris, or anywhere in France.
